The announcement of further gifts 
to tlie David Boss McCord Natural 
Museum was made at Hie general 
meeting ol ihn Museum Cominilco 
held on Wednesday. 

This include rai c Insiorlc coins 
and- medals and some documenta of 
great historic interest. 

Presented by Dr. hVancls McLen- 
nan they included a ChnKc-i II. coro- 
nation medal hi silver, dale 1661; a 
ailles II. shilling, gun money; ; , 
Cicorsc II. and Queen Caroline mod- 
tl, 1731.1; a Prince Albeit modal, com- 
niomorating ihc laying of the founda- 
tion sloiie by Prlnco Albert. Consort 
or Queen Victoria; of the Sailors' 
Homo. Liverpool, in ]S4«. » bronze 
medal commemorating the visit to 
Ireland In IS6S of Edward VII then 
Prince of Wales a"d bis Instal ation 
as Knight of the Order or St. Pat- 
rick; another medal of the Prince 
struck in 1S7S. commemoratlns tho 
annual International exhibition of all 
fine arts, industries, and Inventions: 
a Lord Nelson medal commemoratin.'; 
his victorious return to England on 
November 5, lSOO; and a Major-Oen- 
eral Sir WilHam Carrol Knight bronze 
modal 

Dr. W. D. Ughthal! presented a 
named document — an agreement 
whereby .lean Baptiste Testord de 
Montigny, Knight of St. Louis, and 
Col. Schuyler, of Albany, New Tori: 
appointed certain merchants arbitra- 
tors in respect to the ransom of Bo- 
navlsta. The agreement was witness- 
ed and dated at Ville Marie. August 
31. 1715. Mies A. McCord presented 
volumes one and two of tho corres- 
pondence of Lieut. Governor John 
G. Slmcoe. with allied document re- 
lating to upper Canada. Collected ant 
edited by Brig. -Gen. E. A. Cruik- 
shank for the Ontario Historical So- 
ciety; and Z. Maselcotte donated a 
brochure on "The Ceint.ure-Fleche." 
an Illustrated paper read before the 
lloyal Society of Canada.. Other 
gifts were a Jubilee Coronation num- 
ber of the London Sunday Sun, July 
in, 1S3S. containing a fu'.l dcscrlp- 
Mon of the procession and coronation 
of Queen Victoria, presented by Mrs. 
O. Rolland; and a set of eight un- 
usual 'photographs of Caughnawaga 
showing the rear of the church, the 
river and part of the old Fort St 
Louis, presented by W. D. Light 
hall. 

The Museum Committee decided lo 
•place the tablet marking the site of 
the Village of Hochelaga In the cast 
erii part of McGill grounds. This 
tab'et Is one of the series which Is 
being placed by the Government to 
mark historic sites.

PETTY THIEVERY 

The Students' Council invested 300 dollars in silTerware for 
the Union at the beginning of the present session. It was reported 
at the Students' Society meeting that half of this silverware had 
disappeared in the course of a few months. There is only one con- 
clusion to be drawn from this statement of fact, that a number of 
students are far from being morally sound, that they will stoop |to 
the unlawful and despicable methods practised by minions of the 
underworld in order to procure what is the inalienable property of 
the student body. We have repeatedly direcjted tirades against 
the practice of thievery which appears to be increasing among 
undergraduates — but the practice continues. In fact if an appeal 
to a student's sense of honour does not tend to reform his ways, 
there is no efficient method of forcing him to reform since it is 
almost impossible ,to lay hands on the thief who subtly sticks knives, 
forks and spoons in his pockets and walks off with them. Members 
of the various clubs about the campus have been known to re 
plcnish their stock of silverware by "taking" articles from the city 
hotels. It may be that the Union is the victim of (the same 
enthusiasts. The mere fact that property belongs to an organization 
nstead of an individual by no means justifies unlawful pilfering of 
thait property, and the act of pilferage is no less heinous when it is 
committed by a supposedly intellectual person instead of by a 
member of the underworld.. 

We again appeal to the sense of honour among students who 
have been guilty of petty thievery, if they have a sense of honour, 
to desist from acts that are detrimental to the welfare of students 
as a whole. Incidentally it would be an excellent idea to return 
some of the Union's silverware by tha same surreptitious means 
employed in carrying it away.
